All-American catcher this sea¬ 
son, and two other players 
have signed contracts with the 
Oakland Athletics, the club 
^nno^ced yesterday. 

The others are Tom Sandt, 
an 18-year-old shortstop and 
the A’s second round draft 
pick, and Mike Marostica, a 
Cal Poly San Luis Obispo cen- 
terfielder, who signed as a 
free agent. 

Williams, 21, was drafted 
fourth by the Athletics. He’s 
from Medford, Ore., and is at¬ 
tending Washington State Uni¬ 
versity where he hit .318 this 
season. 

Yesterday he was named to 
the 10-man All-American team 
picked by the American Asso¬ 
ciation of College Baseball 
Coaches. 

Williams also is on the all- 
Pacific 8 and all-District 8 
teams. 

Sandt was an all-league 
shortstop for three straight 
years at Pacifica High in Gar¬ 
den Grove, Calif. A switch- 
hitter, he batted .444 this sea¬ 
son. He committed only one 
error. 

Marostica, 21, is a lefthand¬ 
er all the way and hit .363 for 
Cal Poly.

Signed at a “substantial 
bonus” was Bill Fitzgerald, 
Tulane University catcher who 
was the A’s first selection in 
the secondary phase of the 
draft. The 22-year-old 6-loot-4, 
190-pounder batted .350 his 
senior year and was named 
the team’s most valuable 
player. 

He has been assigned to Bir¬ 
mingham of the AA Southern 
League, where former major 
league backstop Gus Niarhos 
is the manager. 

Southpaw Russ Almquist, 
19, of Northridgfc, Calif., was 
chosen third out of Pierce 
Junior College. He struck out 


100 batters in 59 innings and 
logged a 1.75 earned run aver¬ 
age in American Legion 
competition. 

Almquist will play with Tri- 
Cities at Kennewick, Wash., in 
the rookie Northwest League. 

Joe Lasorsa, righthander 
from Alston, Mass., was 
named most valuable in the 
Greater Boston Co liege 
League after averaging 13 
whiffs per game tor Boston 
University. The righthander is 
bound for Burlington, Iowa., 
in the Class A Midwest 
League. 

Due to join Almquist at Tri- 
Cities is left-handed Bill Line- 
han, 18, who was named to the 
Eastern Massachusetts A11- 
Star team after compiling a 
10-1 record for Peabody 
(Mass.) High School.

Owner Charles 0. Finley’s 
cousin, Carl Finley, business 
manager of th e OakL-^nH Ath- 
^Jfitics4pr the past 6^/^ years, 
today acknowledged his resig¬ 
nation from the baseball club. 

Carl Finley made official 
the resignation he submitted 
in mid-April, and said he will 
open his own public relations, 
advertising and marketing 
firm in Oakland. 

“My decision was not 
reached out of any unhappi¬ 
ness with Charlie,” he said. 

“My experience with Char- 
will oe me name ui r uuey a ■ 


lie has always been very con 
genial, and I can only praise 
his efforts to acquire first- 
quality players and to produce 
a winning baseball team.” 

In length of continuous serv¬ 
ice, he had been with the Ath¬ 
letics organization longer than 
anyone in the front office. 

Carl Finley went to work for 
his cousin in Kansas City late 
in 1962. He was the one the 
owner sent to Oakland twr 
days after the A m e r i c a r 
League approved transfer o 
the Athletics here in Octobei 
1967. 

His resignation leaves onl; 
one person in the Athletic 


front office who served in 
Kansas City. She is Carolyn 
Coffin, secretary to owner 
Finley. 

Carl Finley said he sent his 
letter of resignation to his 
cousin in mid-April. 

“But it was never an¬ 
nounced,” he said. 

“At that time, Charlie want¬ 
ed me to consider coming to 
Chicago to be in his insurance 
firm. I wanted to stay in Oak¬ 
land, however. 

“When the Athletics fran¬ 
chise was moved to Oakland, 
I came with the purpose of 
helping the club to settle 


down. Then I was planning to 
return to Kansas City or my 
native Texas where I had re¬ 
ceived some business offers in 
event I should leave basebal 

“But, I have fallen in love 
with the Ea^bay area and 
Northern California,” he con¬ 
tinued, “and t want to estab¬ 
lish my residence here and 
take advant^e of the tremen¬ 
dous oppoiiunities which I 
feel exist in/this area.”
